"Mantua" which arrived at Bombay 
from Europe on the SOth. of August enroute to the Par East, 
was searched at Bombay with the result that forty automatic 
pistols, one revolver and over four thousand rounds of 
ammunition and a quantity of contraband drugs were recovered 
from sixteen boxes belonging to some of the crew, of whom 
fifteen have been arrested. It is believed that about a 
hundred weapons and ten thousand rounds of anmunition were 
originally brought from Europe and were intended for sale 
in China. As there was not sufficient time to permit of a 
thorough search being made at Bombay, the authorities at 
Columbo were askei to search the vessel again. The Govern- 
ment of India have also telegraphed this information to

The Kational Government has instructed the 
Peking-Hankow Railway not to remit to Feng Yu Hsiang 
the monthly contribution of $300,000 for military 
expensese The remittance to Yen Sih San, however, 
will not be stopped: 

The troops of the Third Group under Yen Sih San 
will be disbanded and reorganized within two months. As 
soon as this has been done, Yen Sih San will go abroad 
with Feng Yu Hsiang. 

Seeng Ts Van, Minister of Finance, in agreement 
with the various banks of Shanghai, will issue 
$5,000 ,000 worth of bonds in Shanghai to cover the 
expenses for the disbandment and reorgumization of 
troopse 5SO% of the bonds will be placed on the market 
during this month.
